The Political Situation In Knelaml— Prn- 
paring for the Approaching Session of 
Parliament— Parnell's Health. 



(Copyrighted by tho U. P- A.) 
LONDON, Nov. 9. — Correspondents at 
Constantinople are all agreed that one 
of the results of tho Emperor William's 
visit to the Sultan was to considerably 
increase tho financial difficulties of tho 
Ottoman ruler. It was remarked by 
everyone who noticed the Sultan's ap- 
poarauce as he passed to und from 
Selamlike last Friday, how anxious mid 
careworn lie looked, and no wonder, for 
he is rapidly getting to the end of his 
resources. Ho lias givon notes of hand 
without number, payable at sight or 
date, and not a few aro overdue. Ho 
lias bills of sale out on his property in 
every direction, and u heavy mortgage 
on his Asiatic estates is hold by Russia, 
which maybe foreclosed at any moment. 
Before the Emperor's visit the outlook 
was sufficiently unpromising for the 
.Sultan's further pecuniary accommoda- 
tion from any quarter, yet lie was 
compelled to spend tho enormous 
sum of £20,000 in entertaining 
his imperial guest. For a good many 
reasons u supremo effort was made to 
produce a favorable impression on the 
visitors. The entertainments were on a 
magnificent scale. Diamond snuff boxes 
and oi lier tokens of esteem, which were 
given to the members of the Emperor's 
suite, were costly in proportion to the 
importance of the occasion und tho re 
pients. Where the £20,000 came from 
it is hard to say, as the Sultan hail very 
few tilings left which lie could give as 
security for such sums. Yet it is not 
because the revenue is deficient nor the 
expenses of government excessivo that 
the Sultan is in pecuniary difficulties 
it this moment. Large sums of money 
come in, but the troops ure unpaid, 
their pay being over 

TWO YEA Its IN ARREARS, 
nd in Constantinople there are gov 
rnment officials with nearly twenty 
months' salary overdue. Yet with plenty 
f money coming in no salaries arc be- 
fig paid, and no one seems to know 
where t he funds go to. The pulaco ab 
sorbs, no doubt, a large share of the 



policy, is an opinion in which the lead 
mg Tories and leaders of the Liberals 
and Paruell himself aro all agreed. 

The reports as to Parnell's ill health 
are happily unfounded. He is in much 
better health than at this time last year, 
and regards tho coming session with 
more interest than any preceding one of 
the parliament. It is his opinion that 
tho government will fall, not perhaps in 
the next session, but in that 
which follows. Parnell seoms to have 
a very clear opinion as to the present 
duty of tho opposition, that the gov 
eminent should now be resisted and op 
posed on the ground that it has no val- 
id claim to represent tho country. It 
Ifas never represented Ireland, Scotland 
or Wales, and now that England, too, 
bus turned against it, the time has ar- 
rived when, quite at the beginning of 
the session, its claim to legislate for the 
people, who have intimated a want of 
confidence in ifc,ehould be stoutly denied 
There is good reason to bolievo that 
theso opinions are not held alone by the 
Irish leader, but also by the Liberal 
leaders generally, and that in Febru- 
ary they will be acted upon with a view 
to forcing tho government to mako an 
appeal to tho country. It is already 
practically agreed that at the opening 
of the session the whole weight of the 
opposition will bo given to tho amend- 
ment to the address, directly challeng- 
ing the position of the government.

generally understood, there is^absolutely 
none in Turkey. This is the deliber- 
itely expressed opinion of men holding 
high positions in Constantinople. Of 
the political results of the German Em 
perm's visit this iriuqh can be said, that 
tho Sultan is no more willing than be 
fore the visit lo enter into a league of 
peace against Russia. The fear of Rus- 
is stronger than the love of anything 
else except money, and a good round 
sum of the latter will have to be forth- 
ining before Turkey johiB the league 
English influence at Constantinople con 
tinues at zero. Lord Salisbury was 
ight for once when he said that the sit- 
uation in Armenia was a measure of tho 
nlluence of bis government at Constan- 
inople. As to Armenian uffairs, there 
is no amelioration of the situation. So 
far there seems little prospect of a 
peedy improvement. In the meantime, 
according to trustworthy information, 

THE FEELING OP SYMPATHY 

among the Russian Armenians with 
their suffering brothers is developing 
into activity, and something like the 
movement in Roumania that preceded 
the lust war for liberation for Bulgaria, 
'ins been genuine. This constitutes the 
eal danger for Turkey, and if the Sul- 
tan and his advisers were wise, which 
tliey are not, they would make large 
concessions to the just demands of the 
Armenians. In Constantinople overy 
Armenian is suspected, and the houses 
of Armenians at Scutari are 
icing continually searched for com- 
promising documents. These searches 
re made by order of Bacri Pasha, gov- 
ernor of Scutari, brother-in-law of 
Moussi Hoy. The history of Bacri 
isliu is an excellent illustration of how 
things are done in Turkey. This man, 
some years ago was prefect of Pexa. 
During his term of office burglaries that 
took place became so frequent that at 
' ist suspicion arose that there must lie 
some collusion between the authorities 
tho housebreakers. Detectives 
were set to work and it was soon dis- 
covered that Bacri Pasha, the prefect, 
was a partner with the burglars and 
shared their plunder. The man was ar- 
rested and tried, and so convincing and 
so overwhelming was the evidence 
that be was convicted and sentenced 
to live years' imprisonment with 
lard labor; but to the astonishment of 
rybody he was reprieved, and short- 
ly after whs nominated governor of 
Utari, a post ho now holds. This 
story is a fae simile of what happens 
every cluy in Turkey and carries a lesson 
with it which any intelligent person may 
end for himself. The censorship of the 
press has now been carried to such a 
point that the local newspapers at Con- 
stantinople ure worthless for any put- 
pose of any information whatever. 
THE LORD MA Vim's UANQUET, 

Nearly all tho members of the gov- 
fllllient attended the Lord Mayor's 
banquet to-day, A number of other 
tory members aro in the city, and those 
are clearly of the opinion that 
thu reverses which the govern- 
ment bus suffered in the re- 
cent elections will involve tho party in 
power to hold on firmly to tho end. 
"Two more sessions and perhaps three," 
is the reply in the mouths of the minis- 
rs to tho question whether the Govern- 
ont will remain in power. But when 
ib question is put to them, "what will 
ill propose or do in ordor to justify 
such retention of power J" there is no 
espouse, except that something will 
be proposed abotit tho Irish land ques- 
tion next session. There is a general 
lief that Lord Salisbury anil Lord 
Hartington are both opposed to any 
•claxation of the policy of coercion, and 
o any large schema of local govern- 
L'lit. Tho heavy Weights of the 
wcrnment aro certainly disposed 
to go with Lord Selborn in ob- 
jecting to the very heavy programme 
for next session. There are minor 
members of tho govoruniont who think 
(•.llilt tliore will bu no difficulty what- 
vor in resisting such invitations us 
those of Chamberlain and Courtonay to 
voluminous programme. The Tories 
i not think any of the dissentient 
Liberals will really try to bolt just yet. 
Hitch an attempt may happen, I hey say, 
later in the life of this parliament, 
when the critical time of the general 
election is close at hand, but for the 
moment tho sentiment of common dan- 
ger is upon all the ministerialist party, 
and their first impulse is to hold to- 
gether and go on tinio. That the gov- 
ernment will fall to pieces when- 
ever it enters upon a new Irish 



Significant Testimony Regarding 
a Lock of Hair. 



One or I lie Witnesses Sandbagged anil 
Nearly Klllwl by a Man Ms- 
gul<cd as a Woman, 



Chicago, Ills., Nov. 9.— When the 
Cronin case was called this morning, 
Judge McConuell's courtroom resem- 
bled the dress circle of a theatre. More 
than half the audience were women, and 
tho closest attention was paid to the 
proceedings. Gerhart Warden, a gar- 
dener at 192 North Ashley avenue, was 
tho first witness called. In reply to 
questions Warden testified that on Sat- 
urday, May 4th, he left his home about 
7 in tho evening unci went to Matt 
•lung's place on Lincoln avenue. He 
started for home about 10 o'clock and 
walked on the east side of Ashland ave- 
nue. About 10:80 o'clock he reached 
tho corner of Otto and Ashland avenues 
and noticed two men who were walking 
about 200 feet ahead of him. They 
seemed to havo come out of a saloon at 
the corner of School street und Ashland 
avenue. Thoy walked on up Ashland 
avenue and entered the Carlson cottage 
by the front door. Witness described 
the men. One was a large man about 
o feet 11 inches, the other was about 
live feet seven inches in height. He 
saw them plainly when they entered the 
cottage, and saw a light inside through 
one of the shutters. Next day witness 
and wife passed the cottage on their 
way to mass, and witness saw blood on 
the step and on the plank walk over the 
ditch in front of the house. Cross- 
examination by the defence was brief, 
and nothing was brought out. 

Michael G. Cameron, saloonkeeper 
at 739 Lincoln avenue, was then called. 
Cameron testified that in April last he 
had seen Kuuze and Coughlan together 
in bis saloon ou Lincoln avenue. They 
talked quietly some time, but lie could 
not hear what was said, A man named 
Dunne, a plumber, came in und Cough- 
lan introduced Kuuze to him with the 
remark, "this is a friend of mine." 
Witness being cross-exuiniiied, said 
this was about a week before the mur- 
ler. 

Dr. Egbert was recalled at this point. 
He said lie bad cut a lock of hair from 
Dr. Cronin's dead body at tho time he 
made the autopsy. Part of this he 
placed in a glass jar, which he sealed, 
and part he gave to Capt. Schuttlor. 
This was the beginning of the expert 
testimony. 

Prof. Huynes, an expert in chemistry, 
of the Rush Medical College, which 
position be had held for fourteen years, 
went on the stand. He said he hud ex- 
amined u small chip of wood with red 
dish stains on it, some cotton bluish 
laper with red stains, und part of u 
ock of hair. By a chemical test he 
found the stains were those of blood. 
He described at length the manner in 
which he made the j,tests, but said that 
such tests could not determine whether 
the blood was that of a human being or 
animal. Witness went to say he took 
three hairs from the bunch given him 
und let them remain on a piece of soup. 
He left them there for two weeks, which 
bleached them somewhat. He placed 
the thrue hairs in a strong solution of 
alkali, which took out the color more 
rapidly. 

Judge Wing objected to the introdu- 
ction of his testimony as improper ami 
illegal, as being of the nature of an ex- 
periment. 

Tho court took the objection under 
consideration and the artists were with- 
drawn for the time being. 

The signifi junce of the testimony re- 
garding the bleaching of the hairs by 
the soup will be made apparent, when 
Dr. Beheld will testify regarding the 
uolor of the hair found sticking to a 
piece of soup in the Carlson cottage. 
Phis hair was discovered in a manner 
identical with that caused by the soup 
ou the huir taken fron the trunk.

He also gave parts il the 
sumo specimens to Prof. Haines 
with instructions lo chemically analyze 
them. In cross-examination by Attor- 
ney Forrtst, witness said that only 
when in a liquid form could science dis- 
tinguish between human and brute 
blood. It wus a half tcuspoonful of 
liquid blood found inside a specimen of 
cotton hatting on which witness made 
his examination. The court then ad- 
journed. 

The States attorney, after adjourn- 
ment, said he expected lo occupy three 
days of next week introducing thu rest 
of his evidence. So it is probable that 
the line of defence will bu known by 
Thursday.

ilea FrnnclH Train** fUnully. 

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 9. — The exam- 
ination into the sanity of George Fran- 
is Train, who since Sept. 24lh has 
been in jail here on a judgment for debt 
secured against him by Dr. Spiller of 
New York, was held in tho probate 
court this morning. Lawyer E<L Snow 
appeared on behalf of Train, and H. J. 
Edwards for Dr. Speller. Elisha Bo- 
land, M. D. , who was chosen by the 
court to examine Train in jail, testified 
that he believed him to be insane, the 
symptoms being primary monomania 
and an overweening sense of his 
own importance. Train believed he 
stood upon an intellectual eminence far 
above other people, und that they looked 
upon him with awe us be walked the 
streets. He might bo able to attend to 
ordinary business but would not be able 
Lo copo with a shrewd business man who 
lesi red to overreach him. After argu- 
ments of counsel, Judge McKim said ho 
did not deem Train sufficiently insane to 
be ordered to the asylum, nor sullicicnt- 
ly sane to be hold for debt, and 
he should therefore order his dismissal. 

The New Mexico .Sturm. 

Clayton, N. M., Nov. I). — The storm 
bus iibatcd, and for the tirsl time in 
nine days, tho sun is shining. While no 
authentic reports are received concern- 
ing tho loss of life, reports come that 
several Mexican herders have been 
frozen on tho Leon, a small creek 120 
miles south of this town. No coniniuni- 
cations have been had directly, and the 
mails to seven different points have not 
irrived. There is some apprehension 
concerning tho mail drivers, who 
ought to havo readied Clayton 
Thursday evening, but have not uppuured. 
Telegrams from G rando last night give 
another case of freezing, that of Joe 
Martin, a cowboy employed with others 
in herding cattle near that point, J I is 
horse guve out, leaving him on the 
prairie eight miles from a house, which 
he endeavored to reach ; but wus over- 
powered and frozen, after walking u 
short distunco. Trainmen report much 
difficulty in different cuts, which 
somo plucoH are completely 
filled with dead cattle and sheep. 
The loss of both is tremendous. 
Old cowmen suy with tho present depth 
of snow, stock will be unable to live for 
any length of time, and, unless the cold 
weather moderates and the crust which 
has formed ou the snow loosens, the 
mortality among the cattle will bo tre- 
mendous. Several cowboys who drifted 
olf with their herds have not been 
hoard of, und rescuing parties who aro 
looking for them will return to thy. 

Hmw Mtoa*ni In ItaniuM. 

Kansas City, Nov. 9. — Despatches 
from Southern and Western Kansas 
give details of a fierce biiow storm 
which raged there yoBtorday, Snow, 
hail und sleet fell ho thick that in many 
pluces the pcoplo did not even dare to 



venture out of doors. Trains are some- 
what delayed, though none are aban- 
doned. 

Bitot the Porter. 

San An tone, Tex., Nov. 9. — News 
has reached here of the shooting and 
instant killing of a negro porter named

We are glad to see that those who on 
this Island uro interested in the ad- 
vancement of agriculture in British 
Columbia have determined to take in- 
dependent action.

anywhere else. All that is needed is 
for the right men to take hold of the 
business of holding exhibitions to make 
the annual shows brilliantly successfti 
in every respect. The success of tl 
Toronto exhibitions shows what a fe 
energetic and enterprising men can do 
without the slightest help and in the 
face of many and great discourage 
ments. It will, we think, be found 
possiblo to have finer exhibitions in this 
city and huve them better attended 
than any that can be got up in any 
other part of the Province. To do this 
will require energy and exertion intel 
ligently applied. But there are tl 
men and the money and the brains i 
Victoria to do all that is required and 
to do it well.

His name is Sir 
Henry Thompson, and he is Surgeon 
Extraordinary to the King of the 
Belgians. In u letter to the Archbishop 1 
of Canterbury, which is designated, us 
"famous" Sir Henry says : 

"I have long had the conviction that 
there is no greater cause of evil, moral 
and physical, in this country thun the 
use of ulcoholic beverages. 1 do not 
mean by this thut extreme indulgence 
which produces drunkenness. The 
habitual use of formented liquors to mi 
extent fir short of what is necessary to 
produce thut condition, und such us is 
quite common in ull ranks of society, 
injures tho body and diminishes the 
mental power to un ex lent which I 
think few people ure aware of. Such, 
at all events, is the result of observation 
during more than twuuty years of pro- 
fessional life devoted to hospital prac- 
tice, and to private practice in every 
rank above it. Thus, I huve no hesita- 
tion in attributing a very largo pro- 
portion of nine of the most dangerous 
and painful maladies which come under 
my notice, us well us those which 
every medical man has to treat, to 
the ordinary and daily use of fermented 
drink taken in the quantity which is 
conventionally deemed moderate. What- 
ever may be siiid in regard to its evil 
ufluencu on the mental and moral fucul- 



IS CANADA PROGRESSING f 

There uro people in all parts of the 
Dominion who ure continually croaking. 
They declare that the particular pro- 
vince in which they reside is going to 
the dogs, that trade is dull, that manu- 
factures ure sickly, and that agricul- 
ture is declining. They can see noth- 
ing good in the present, and the look- 
out for the future is to them gloomy 
and discouraging. Those doleful pro- 
phets have kept up their wailing for the 
last twenty years at least, and when 
they look back they must wonder that 
they und their neighbors huve not 
starved to death long ago. If one-half 
the predictions which thoy have been 
making had turned out to be true there 
is not a province of Canada that would 
not huve been depopulated long ere 
this. But the vision of these unfortun- 
ates is Badly defective, They can only 
see the evil that exists around them, and 
they see it greatly magnified; They ar 
blind to the advantages of the country 
and to the signs of prosperity and ail 
vancement thut ure everywhere visibl 
by those whose eyesight is in a norm; 
condition. Our Canadian Jeremiah 
attribute most of the evil which the 
lament to the Government of the 
country, it is the cause of everything 
that has gone wrong, and, according to 
them, nothing has gone right. 

But happily the majority of Cana 
diuu.s arc not possessed by the dolefu 
demon. Most of them are in their rigl 
mind and can see that t heir country in spi tc 
of every discouragement is advancing 
They are, therefore, cheerful and hope 
ful . Thoy know that it depends upon 
the people themselves, under Provi 
deuce, whether they are prosperous o 
the reverse. They see that the peopl 
as u whole are industrious, energetic 
intelligent and virtuous, and they are 
no matter what the Government may do 
or leave undone, not afraid to face the 
future. 

One of these clear-sighted and hoi 
ful people has been making observe, 
tions in one of the Provinces of the Do 
miniori not generally considered by any 
incuus the most prosperous. He is the 
editor of the Sumtiiorside Journal 
Suihmerside is u smart little town in 
Prince Edward Islund, situated in u fin 
agricultural district. This newspaper 
man has gone among the people. He 
has seen that the farms ure well culti 
vated, that the houses are well fur- 
nished, containing not only what is ne 
ceasary for comfort, hut also muc 
to gratify educated and feline 
tastes, und that extensive improvements 
huve been made on the great majority 
of homesteads. Of course, some of the 
owners of these lino farms and comfort 
able homesteads told the visitor that 
the country is going to wreck and ruin 
hut with such evidences of improve 
ment us ho saw in every settlement, h 
properly concluded that this grumbling 
and complaining was nothing but a ba 
habit that some of the farmers hud got 
into and that they really were never so 
well oil in their lives as they ale at pre 
sent. The Hayings hanks of the pro 
vince, too, show that its inhabitant 
huve not only enough for their prese u 
needs, but are laying by something for 
the future. The observant editor came 
to the coiulusion thut, not withstanding 

the oroakings of theoroakors, the Islam 
Province is prosperous and progressing 
And so it is. The advance has been 
gradual and does not appear to bewortl 
noticing by those who have been tuak 
ihg it. Hut when they come to com 

pare the condition of the province tei 
ir even live years ago with Its present 
tate they realize how far and how fast 
they havo gone ahead. 

he man who knows how to use hi 
eyes w ill see that the progress which 
the editor of the Eastern Journal no 
tieed it Prince Edward Islund w hich i 
truth just u little slow, is even mori 
Visible in every other part of the Do 
minion except perhaps some localities it 
the Province of Quebec. The French- 
Canadians In the villages and settle- 
ments in the valley of the St. Lawrence 
do appeal- stationary. But in every 
other province large improvements ure 
icing continually made. This is ap- 
larent where any particular province iH 
viewed generally, hut it is much more 
conspicuous when the examination is 
loser. The standard of comfort and 
espeetubility is much higher in every 
tart of tho Dominion now than it was a 
few years ago, The people live in bet- 
ter houses that arc more comfortably 
and elegantly furnished, the equipages 
are more handsome and more costly. 
This is perhaps not an unmixed good— 
what good is Y— for it stimulates emula- 
tion in expense!, and tempts people to live 
leyond their means, but it is on the whole 
an indication of advancement in more 
ways thun one, If this Advancement is 
visible in the older provinces it must be 
very conspicuous in the younger fines, 
The Northwest, us tho scut of civilized 
communities, is the growth of a very 
few yours. Its progrces hus not been 
so rapid as hoiiid sanguine people hoped 
und expected, but its development, all 



things considered, has been surprising 
and it will no fiouht continue to grow. 

Tho old-timer, when he looks buck a 
few years, must admit tint British 
Columbia has irndo great and sub- 
stantial improvement in every direction 
und that the prospect is thut in the next 
few years it will go ahead at u greatly 
accelerated pace. Tho croaker has been 
hero as well as in tho other pro- 
vinces, and tho progress of the 
country hus shown him to be 
the fulsestof false prophets. Those w ho 
in the days of reaction und gloom main- 
tained their faith in the country, find 
thut events ure proving evory day that 
their belief in the variety and extent of 
its resources was well grounded. Ho 
sees thut British Columbia hus pro- 
gressed, thut it is progressing, und he 
hus the very strongest reusotiH for be- 
lieving thut it will continue to progress. 
The more the intelligent British Colum- 
bian enquires into the condition of his 
Province the greater reason will he have 
to thank God and take courage. And 
what is true of British Columbia is true 
of the whole of the Dominion of Cunudu. 
Canadians are only beginning to find 
thut theirs is a nobld country, and that 
they huve but littla reason to complain 
of the progress it is making. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Victoria has had it least one appre- 
ciative visitor lately. This is what Mr. 
Nursoy, who came to this city as e n-res- 
pondent of the Toronto Empire when 
the Governor-General honored it with u 
visit, telegraphed to the Winnipeg Sun: 

" This day has been u day of days. 
A warm sun, cool but clear. From 
Beacon Hill, three hundred feet above 
tho Straits of Fuca, where we stood this 
afternoon surrounded by laurols, Doug- 
lass firs, moss and velvety lawn, -Mount 
Baker shone in glistening colors, fifteen 
thousand feet in distinctness above the 
beaches of Washington Territory. To 
the west the Olympian mountains rose 
in purple comb, tipped by the setting 
sun shafts, while in the east a crescent 
moon, a maze of silver glorified with itn 
virgin glitter, appeared the coast range 
peaks. Por relative wealth, for scenic 
wonderland, for wide-open Sunday 
saloons, for an absence of business rush, 
for a plentitude of womanly beauty, and 
a pervading civic charm that finds no 
expressive equivalent in Webster, give 
me Victoria. 

This is fine. The "wide-open Sunday 
saloons" arc a little out of place in this 
poetic bit of descriptive writing, but riot 
more so than they ure in our lovely city. 
If Mr. Nurs'ey saw Beacon Hill Park at 
its best, say In the leafy month of June, 
he would be still more enthusiastic and, 
if possible, more poetic. 

What ought to be the speeil of a 
steamship in a fog, is a question which 
is now warmly discussed among navi- 
gators of learning and experience. The 
practice bus hitherto been to go slow 
when the weather was thick. But in 
spite of slowness and whistles und sig- 
nals collisions occur during fogs, some 
of them very disastrous. There are 
uavigators who now contend that slack- 
ening the ship's speed during a fog is 
quite an unnecessary precaution. They 
maintain thut it increases rather than 
decreases the danger of collision, and a 
slow rate of speed does not make colli- 
sions less disastrous when they do occur. 
The German delegates ut the Marino 
Conference thut is now being hold in 
Washington have surprised the more 
conservative of its members by advocat- 
ing a high r jto of speed instead of u slow 
rate during u fog. Whether the argu- 
ments they use ure considered conclusive 
by the majority of the conference we 
have not heard, but it is certain that 
there are others besides (Jeinuns who en- 
tertain the theory.

AN ADVENTURE IN CARIBOO. 



The Following is one of the Prize 
Stories Written for. 

Tun Montreal Witness by Alius Kiln Ladner, 
Daughter of tlie Hevil. Mr. 
Ladner, Karaloopa, Ii. C. 

It rraa the autumn of the yoar 18l> — . 
About one hundred moil wero mining on 
tho Quesnollo Lakea in a corner of Cari- 
boo, which, ill 185-t, turned out toiiB of 
gold worth about four million dollars. 
But this was the maximum, and year 
after year the quantity diminished, so the 
miners struck farther inland into more 
difficult places. They had soon the sur- 
face of tho bod-rock strewn with gold 
mixed with dirt, like tlio grains of wheat 
mixed with chall'at tho tail of a fanuing- 
mill. Now they dreamed that, farther in 
tho hills and nearer tho sources of thu 
rivoi'B, thoy would discover the harvest 
fields of gold ripe for picking. Hut as 
the autumn of this yoar came on many of 
the miners got away from the camps at 
tho head of those lakes, ami it felt that if, 
when all hands met in winter quarters at 
Vale, tho reports from Bono Lake, Bona- 
parte, Chiscoozle, or the north Thompson 
rivers, told of rich strikes that tho work- 
ings on tho Horsefly would never hare 
tho water baled out of thorn ; and with 
this prospect in view tho shopkeepers let 
their »tocks run down. Mat Simons held 
an auotion, and sold watches as low jis 
seventy dollars, and oil-cloth suits for 
three ounces of gold-dust. Then ho 
packed his needles and thread over to 
Skookumchuuk Creek where he explained 
to Black Bear, tho chief that the man 
who made noedlos was dead and sold tho 
balance of his stock, twenty-seven noedlos 
for a dollar a piece, and thread for a dol- 
lar and a half a spool, after which ho 
parted with his pq>e, a red sash' and four 
buttons from his vest for three strips of 
dried venison, and then struck tho main 
trail for home. Mat had Been a good 
many camps, and the sacrifice of his stock 
and desertion of tho Horsefly discouraged 
tho boys, Beor and whiskey wont down 
to a dollar a drink, or twenty drinks for 
an ounce of gold-dust, and Johnson, who 
dealt in heavy supplies, put out a shingle 
offering bacon, butter, tobacco, tea, and 
BUgar at a dollar per pound, and flour, 
salt, beanH and dried apples, for seventy 
five cents. 

It was oxpected that Antoino Mileto, 
the Italian freighter, would bring in an- 
other load of supplies, but tho weather 
got very wot and he turned out his six 
mules to grass, and lived mostly on Ash 
which he caught in the lakes. 

The men were loth to quit the mines, 
especially an they did not know whether 
they would be back to tho same diggings 
next yoar, so they stayed on till tho rains 
got colder and the snow crept down the 
mountain-side. They all said :' the fall 
was early, but there would be line weather 
yet and any time before Christmas was 
all right to get home." Tho 28th, of 
November was a cold, rainy day, and 
trees on the mountains were covered with 
snow. During the night the wind blew 
in gusts, and tho miners in their cabinB 
had to bury their heads under the blan- 
kets for sheltor from the snow, which 
drifted in through the roofs, and in the 
morning many a man went kicking around 
to lind a shovel with which to shovol the 
snow from tho fireplace so as to build a 
fire. It was bitterly cold — twenty below 
zero — and every man know it was time to 
start. Abour thirty five, under the 
leadership of Donald McArthur, started 
that day. Tho rest waited till the day 
after. Some made huge packs of cloth- 
ing and food ; others took but little. 

McArthur was from one of tho eastern 
provinces. He had como to California in 
1850, and was at one time worth a great 
deal of morioy. He now led tho proces- 
sion, broke tho track, and built the fires. 
In two and a half days ho was at the 
Forks, whoro an old man named Hatch 
lived, with ovory one of tho thirty-five 
men that had started with him. Hatch 
was gone, his cabin left empty and deso- 
late, Hauled up in an obscure place was 
a largo scow, with a mast in it like a sloop, 
a craft which McArthur bad used while 
freighting on the river. It was seventy 
miles to Quosnello Mouth, whore there 
was a town. But no shelter was nearer. 
There wero rapids, dangerous for a deeply 
ladou boat, wide places where the scow 
must bn rowed, and shoals where she 
would go aground; but, thankful that 
they would not have to tram]) through 
the snow, thoy crowded on board. 

The weather was very cold and the scow 
loaked, but hour after hour McArthur 
kept his place at the steering oar. Ho 
was first to take an oar when more head- 
way was needed, and first to jump over- 
board and lift, whon the scow ran hope- 
lessly aground. At four o'clock tho third 
day the scow ran into tho landing at 
Quesnulle Mouth. Here they wore told 
that all tho miners were ill excopt those 
at tho Horsefly dingings. McArthur 
knew that thorn was no food at any 
place on the mad, and no boat but t he 
ono he had come in. " Those men will 
never got in," "wo must send them 
food. " 

The food was freely given, but who 
was to take it ) Six Siwashes were wil- 
ling to go for largo pay, but. no whito- 
man volunteered to accompany them. 

" I am as old a man as there is among 
you, said McArthur, "but. a blue-nose 
never turned his back on a blizzard." 

So next morning he with his Siwashes 
started oil'. At noon next day thoy 
found soventy men camped by the road, 
tired and famishing. These wore given 
provisions enough to last them until they 
got home, and McArthur and his men 
pushed on again. In some places the 
road was full of wator and thoy got Bonk- 
ing wot, but went on till dark. When 
thoy stripped for the night McArthur 
madoafire, and on taking off his shoes and 
stockings, found that his foet were badly 



frozen. But ho drew the frost out with 
snow, got bandages and salvo from his 
pack, and dressing thom, again pre- 
pared for the night's campaign. 

Tho temperature had fallen, it seemed 
to him one hundred and sixty degrees 
below degrees below zero. Tho Indians, 
overcome with weariness, squattedaround 
the lire and would not lift a hand to get a 
stick of wood for the lire. McArthur 
wotked all night chopping wood, only 
.sitting down a few minutes to rest. 

Next day 'hoy met, Antoine Mileto the 
Italian. Ho was almost dead from star- 
vation, so thoy gave him hot tea and bis- 
cuit, which soon brought him round, He 
said that ho had endured it as long as he 
could, and waa looking for a place to lio 
down and die when thoy found him. 
From Antonio's report thoy know that 
the men behind were in a perilous con- 
dition, but hoped they had reached Wood- 
chunk creek before this, and McArthur 
resolved to reach that point before night. 
Thoy found no one there, and had been 
camped but two hours when they heard 
the report of a rifle, aud on going to the 
Bpot found a camp of thirty-live men. 
Tho shot had been fired at what they 
thought was a lynx, the track of one hav- 
ing beeil found that morning. Whon the 
news came that food was near, tho camp 
broke up in disorder. Four or five of 
tho men wore badly frozen but they de- 
clined to wait till food was brought them, 
and ran with tho rest to MoArthur's 
camp. 

By this time this large gang was fed 
and supplied with rations, there was very 
little left, but McArthur would not turn 
back as there were five more men to send 
relief to yet. He wont oil another day, 
then leaving a pole across tho road with 
a bag of half the provisions he had loft 
hung on it, and a note requesting " those 
who found to leave half", unless they knew 
themselves to bo tho last on the road," he 
and his Siwashes started for homo. 

They divided their remaining stock of 
food between thein, one biscuit and a 
Blice of bacon to each inaM. 

At dusk they arrived at tho Big Coolie 
Bridge, twelve miles from tho town. 
McArthur was suffering terribly with his 
feet, and Big Philip suggested that thoy 
should striko down the river to whore his 
father was camping. Two miles around 
the bluff brought them to tho place, but 
Philip's father had not a particle of food, 
as the storm hud swept away his nets and 
the river was frozen over. Tho women 
and children hailed McArthur with 
demonstrations of joy, thinking he would 
be able to supply tlioir wants, aud accept- 
ed the biscuit he gave them as a gift from 
heaven. The old man hold family wor- 
ship, and prayed in Chinook for blessings 
on the person, family, and people of the 
King George man who had como to their 
relief, ending with tho version of tho 
Lord's Prayer taught thorn by tho Epis. 
oopal Missionaries. Translated it read 

Our father who stayoth In the above, 

Good in our hearts thy name, 

Good than chief among all people; 

Good thy will upon earth as in t lie above ; 

Give every day our food, 

Tf we do ill (bo) thou not vorv angry. 

And if any ono do evil towards us 

Not we angry towards them 

Send far away from us all evil. 

McArthur and his men had a good 
night's rest at least, and tho next day at 
noon they were safe in tho Can- Can sa- 
loon at Quesnelle Mouth. McArthur suf- 
fered a long time with his feet, which 
were all ho had to show for his sharo in 
the adventure. 

The five remaining men came in three 
days after, owning that they owed their 
lives to the bag of provisions loft for 
them in the road. 

Donald McArthur lives in a town on 
the C. P. R. lino, and if auyono is willing 
to fit him out with pack horses, four men 
and five hundred dollars' worth of grub, 
he will hydraulic a bench which ho knows 
of on the Horsofly. He thinks it carries 
fine gold. 

H B BLUFFED ON A SURE THING. 

There were two of the men in our gang 
of Pennsylvania oil well drillers and 
blasters who were constantly fooling with 
the nitro-glycerine. They would take 
chances to make your hair stand oil end, 
and tho trouble was they imperiled the 
safety of many others. Ono of their fav- 
orite pastimes was to go out after noon- 
day lunch ami toss a two-pound can of 
t ho B tuff As far as they could heave it. I 
more than onco saw them stand fifty feet, 
apart, and on three or four occasions saw 
tho can miss their clutch and full to tho 
oarth. Cur foreman and all tho other 
men did a good deal of swearing over 
this foolishness, and onco the men wore 
discharged for if, but they woretaken back 
after a time ; and as we grow more used 
to the stuff we took more chances. 

Duo day tho men got out with their 
can, and as the fun was about to begin our 
foreman said : 

"Boya, thai iionsonso will be the donth 
of you yet." 

" Bet you ton to live it, won't I" replied 
one of them. 

" Yos, and I'll bet ton to ono it won't," 
bluffed the other as ha shook his wallet 
at the foreman; 

Tho lattor failod to cover, and ns he saun- 
tered down the hill I followed him. We 
had walkod about '200 feet when we were 
suddenly lifted up and thrown flat to the 
earth, and then followed a crash which 
scorned to have rocked the continent. As 
soon as we could get up we ran back to 
the derrick, or whoro the derrick was. \l 
had disappeared, as well aH our shanty, 
and on the site was a hole into which you 
could havo dumped a cottage. Not, the 
slightest scrap of tho two can-teasers 
could bo found, and the foreman and I 
stood fur several minutes staring into the 
cavity. Then he suddenly slapped his 
leg, wavod his hand in disgust and 
growled : 

" What a fool I waa not to take those

Valuables Found by their Owners. 



Fortunes Living Under Foot and .Strangely 
Restoried The'Koklnoor Mislead and Picked 
Up bj a Servant -How a Gold rlngTuriicd Up. 



The paymaster of a largo railroad com- 
pany, having its headquarters in Boston, 
went out on one occasion with $30,000 to 
pay off its employees. The money was 
curried under bis arm, wrapped up in an 
old newspaper. He stopped at, a little 
wayside eating house for dinner, and on 
going away, m a lit of absent-mindedness, 
left the money lying on a chair. He had 
not gone many miles from thu place be- 
fore ho missed it, and his dismay on dis- 
covering its loss can well be imagined. 
Almost despairing of recovering the pack- 
ago left in so public a place, he hurried 
back, and, with trembling voice, 
asked tho woman in charge if who bad 
seen I lie parcel. " There's a bit of paper 
on the chair boyaut," said she, " perhaps 
that's it," which it proved to be, and tho 
gentleman returned a happier and wiser 
man. 

Another man in the same city, lost a 
roll of hills amounting to 810,000, which 
also was wrapped in a newspaper. He 
told a friend of his loss, and I he friend 
made him describe all the ground bo had 
been over sinco lie had the money; The 
last place mentioned was the postoftice'. 
The night was wet overhead a ml slushly 
under foot. They visited the postoffice, 
and going to tho spot where the man had 
beon standing they found two or threo 
bits of torn newspaper. It was the same. 
Thoy looked further, and at last found 
the lost treasure. It had been kick- 
ed in turn by every ono who came into 
the ollico, and when found was untied 
and completely soaked with water. It 
was all there, however, the friends return- 
ed to their hotel and spent several hours 
in cleaning and drying it. Tho gentle- 
man was so grateful for tho sensible 
advice which had saved him from serious 
loss, that he took out his friend and 
bought him the handsomest gold watch 
chain that liu could lind in tho city. 

A still more remarkable incident is re- 
lated of the finding of $130,000, lost by 
M. Pages in the Northern railway station 
in Paris soma ten years ago. As ono 
Ezelot, a French soldier, was walking 
with two comrades through the station, 
they noticed on the floor a small package 
wrapped in a newspaper. They kicked it 
along heforu them for some distance, and 
whon Ezelot was getting into the train, 
going home on shore leavo, one of his com- 
rades, picking u]> the paekngo, thrust it, 
into the canvas forage bag slung at his 
side, F/.olot going his way without having 
noticed the little pleasantry. Arriving 
at Neuilly, -where his' parents lived Eze- 
lot's mother, emptying the forage bag, 
discovered the bundle, but, thinking it a 
roll of old newspapers, put it on the 
table in tho kitchen. There it remained 
for four or live days till a married sister, 
calling in and seeing the package, was 
moved to unwonted curiosity. Opening 
tho packngu she discovered documents 
representing L'2(>,000, the loss of which 
M. Pages had advertised throughout 
Europe. The soldier and his parents, 
however, had not seen tho advertisement, 
and, not knowing what else to do, had re- 
course to the maire. That functionary, 
communicating to Paris, brought down 
M. Pages, who, gladly paying the prom- 
ised reward of .t'1000 pounds, went off 
with his oddly recovered treasure. It 
would bean interesting supplement to the 
narrative if we could havo a record of tho 
feelings of the soldier who thrust this un- 
expected good fortune upon Ezelot when 
he heard tho sequel of his little joke. 

Among singular recoveries of lost val- 
uables, one of tho oddest occurred in 
Providence, R. I., some years ago. Ono 
day a gentleman in one of the largest 
stores of that city tried on a pair of lleeco 
lined gloves which did not suit him, so he 
bought another pair. A few days after 
he missed a gold ring from the third fin- 
ger of tho left hand, but had no idea how 
long it had boon gono. He searched 
the house, and went into tho store whore 
he hud purchased tho gloves and other 
places to sco if anything was soon of it, 
but in vain. Months rolled on, until an- 
other winter caino, and the gentleman 
onco more visited the clothing storo in 
search of fleece-lined gloves. The first 
pair lie tried on ho found too short at tho 
wrists. In taking oil' the left hand glove 
ho found a ring in one of the lingers. 
While distentaiigling it from tho fleecy 
lining he said to tho salesman : "Here 
is a ring ; whose shall it be initio, as I 
have found it, or yours, because it was 
found in your establishment?" The 
weighty question was decided in tho 
gentleman 'a favor, when suddenly his lost 
ring camo into his mind, and ho said : 
" Who knows but that, is the very ring 
1 lost a year ago?" The answer was: 
" That cannot be, as 1 do not think we 
have a pair of gloves tin hand that wo had 
last year this time." Slowly the ring was 
drawn out, and, indeed, it was the same, 
with the owner's initials engraved upon it. 
The wonder was that the gloves had not 
been sent to some smaller Btoro in tho 
country, as was a frequent practice, if not 
sold the previous season on tho spot. 

A Btlll more wonderful ring story is 
told in an English periodical. A gentle 
man was walking along the shore of Has- 
tings when he discovered that a valuable 
ring which lie wore had slipped off. Al- 
though a diligent search was made no 
trace of it could bo found. A yoar after- 
ward- -indeed, it is even said on the very 
anniversary — the gentleman again visited 
tho spot, and while strolling along the 
shore a fisherman near him stooped down, 
picked up something and ran after hllh, 
saying : ''Did you drop this?" id. tho 
samo time holding up the identical ring 
lost twelve months before. 

Some of the most curious louses and 
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recoveries of which ivu have any record 
are related in regard to famous jewels. 
Among these the Do Saucy diamond may 
be mentioned as possessing a particularly 
singular history. The first known own- 
er of this gem was Charles the Bold, 
Duke of Bltrguildy, who is said to have 
worn it in his iiebnet. It, was lost in the 
battle ill which its owner was killed, but 
waa picked up by a Swiss soldier, who 
sold it to a priest lor a florin. The priest, 
as ignorant as t he soldier of its real value, 
imagined that be had made a good bar- 
gain when he soi l it to the king of Portu- 
gal fur a Borill ami a half. The profit of 
the king, however, was somewhat larger 
than that of the unworldly priest, for he 
received not, less than 100,000 crowns for 
it from the wealthy Harloy de Sancy, in 
whose family it remained for several 
generations, Filially ooe of his descend- 
ants, wishing to pawn it in order to lend 
Henry HI. some money, sent it to a Jew 
broker by tho hand of a servant in whom 
he had the utmost confidence. The ser- 
vant never returned aud the broker de- 
clared that the man had never made his 
appearance willi the diamond, In spite 
of this assertion the confidence id Do 
Sancy in the honesty of his old servant 
was unshaken. Tins confidence, as it 
afterward appeared, was not, misplaced', 
for after a tune the body of a murdered 
man was discovered near the city walls in 
a deep ditch which was recognized as that 
of the missing servant. All attempt at 
robbery had evidently been made, and the 
faithful fellow had remained true to his 
master's interests to Ins last moments, for 
on the surgeon's examining the body the 
diamond ring was found in his stomach, 
he having swallowed it as the only means 
loft to him of outwitting his assailants. 
Tho diamond remained in the possession 
of the family for several more generations, 
but was at last sold to James II. of Ens- 
land, who presented it to Louis XI V. 
Jt remained among the crown jewels of 
France for soino time, but was finally 
purchased by the Russian banker Demi- 
Bbrff. 

An Interesting anecdote is related in 
the life of Lord .John Lawrence in regard 
to that most famous diamond, the ivohi- 
noor. When the precious gem was com- 
mitted to the care of Lord Lawrence he 
stuffed it into bis waistcoat pocket and 
wont on with business. Dinner time ar- 
riving, ho changed his clothes ami throw 
his waistcoat aside. Six weeks later a 
message came that the queen desired the 
diamond to be sent homo at once. The 
matter had entitcly escaped the memory 
of absent minded hud, and be at first 
avowed that bo had forwarded it long be- 
fore. Whon the facts came back to him 
ho was badly frightened, but allowed no 
misgivings to appear, and took the first, 
Opportunity to slip away to his private 
room, (luce there, with his heart in his 
mouth, he sent for bis native servant and 
said to 1 ii tn : " Have you got a small box 
which was in my waistcoat pocket some 
time sgo (" " Yes, sahib," the man re- 
plied. " I found it and put it in one of 
your boxes." " Bring it here," said the 
sahib. Upon this the servant went to a 
broken-down tin box and produced the 
little one from it. "'Open it," said Lord 
Lawrence, "and soj what, is inside. " He 
watched the man anxiously as fold after 
fold cif cloth was taken oil', and great was 
his relief when the brilliant gem appeared, 
The servant seemed perfectly uncons- 
cious of the immense treasure ho had had 
in his keeping. " There is nothing here, 
sahib," he said, " but a bit of glass." 
Thus, through the indifference of a native 
servant, what might have been a serious 
loss turned into a happy recovery.

An Illtlinutc Acquaintance with the Kules and 
Usages of i'recodqiicc Required 
of Everyone. 

One of the subjects which, as the say- 
ing goes, is all Greek to average Ameri- 
cans, is the order of precedence in Eng- 
land. It is a matter of amusement to us 
that there is an absolute, established, un- 
alterable rule and regulation about this, 
which not to have at one's linger ends is to 
acknowledge ignorance aud lack of world- 
upbringing. The rules are as inviolable 
in the private life of society as in public 
ceremonials. 1 1 seems as though mistakes 
would be of everyday occurrence, but, 
instead, thoy are the rarest thing under 
the sun. 1'iie women in t ho social world 
and the officials who manage great affairs 
seem to imbibe this code with the air 
they breathe and rattle it oil' like the al- 
phabet. 

Vet how natural it would seem to us to 
send in an eldur sister, Baroness Some- 
body, before a younger one, Lady this, 
wife of Mr. That. Age, riches, lands, 
scientific, professional, intellectual or of- 
ficial standing weigh not a feather weight. 
Dear old Airs. Blank, with her white hair 
and tottering treads, ends the procession, 
while her grandchild, the Lady Arabella, 
aged 15 years, daughter of a peer, is the 
honored guest. 

If a grand dinner is given for a cele- 
brated authoress or the wife of a great 
man, the host may not lead her to a place 
of honor by his side at his right, but his 
arm must be given to the marchiones of 
C, and on his left must sit the Countess 
of W., because, perforce, they, of all 
guests present, take the highest rank. 
To make the slightest deviation would 
not only give offense but present a pain- 
ful exhibition of bad breeding or unpar- 
donable eccentricty. 

Another amusing feature is that, while 
by marriage a woman partakes of the dig- 
nities of her husband, none of hers pass 
by marriage to him. Thus, when Mr. 
and Lady Louise Blank are announced, it 
is nt once remembered that, while she 
must need be near the head of the proces- 
sion, ho may very well bo left to fetch up 
the end. Undoubtedly there are so many 
cases where this high and mightiness 
holds a pretty high hand in his own 
domain that his chief vassal, the wife of 
his bosom, secretly rejoices to see him 
take a posit ion below her in tho world. 

.Money has nothing to do with the case 
of precedence ; the poorest noble of them 
ranks above the richest commoner. 
Not even will duoats entice a man to the 
lowest position of all on the scale ; no 
property is sulliciently large to entitle its 
owner per so to take the rank of esquire, 
while in this free country we bestow the 
word or title at random without rhyme or 
reason, and don't think much of it any- 
how, ill England, it is a royal accolade, 
signifying a gentleman by birth, ono 
whose father was a gentleman. 

Conduct has nothing to do with the case. 
Perhaps the most gentlemanly person I 
ever met was a London tailor ; yet he 
himself was the first to declare that he 
had no right - no legal right to the goud 
old name of gentleman, for his father and 
his grandfather before him were tailors.

English belief that it, takes seven gener- 
ations to make a gentleman ; yet the 
Queon, if she chooses, can make a poor 
to-morrow from the h '.-.111111031, laborer. 

It is a favorite episode in romances for 
the raconteur of English society to ring 
his changes upon the' dilemma it occasions 
when some hostess declares her ignorance 
of in what order she is expected to send 
in her guests. Vet, what ignorance of 
011 the part of the writer himself this 
shows, for every Englishwoman of any 
breeding lias got this sucial scale by heart 
long before she has learned the multip- 
lication table. Their signfication of well 
bred does not end with manner.-, conver- 
sation and conduct,; an intimate acquaint- 
ance with thu rules and usages, unalter- 
able, of society is also necessary. 

Etiquette is no small study over there, 
and 110 one ignorant of that part of the 
social code called " die order of preced- 
ence " is " good form." What a wholly 
English expression these two words form! 
Essentially a id purely of English origin, 
even though ite use has come to be divided 
with Americans, but its definition is only 
half as long as theirs. — Chicago JTerald.

ENDURE MUCH PAIN. 

In man and annuals the skin is certain- 
ly tho most sensitive t issue of the body ;

The oxtraodinary niultilutiona these crea- 
tures will successfully endure prove that 
their nervous system is but little influen- 
ced by shook, and renders it almost cer- 
tain than it is equally insensitive to pain. 
When wc remember that tho worm when 
cut in half does not necessarily die', but 
has tho power of reproducing the lower 
portion of its body, and that in' some 
orders tho lower half develops a now 
mouth, and becomes a now animal', again, 
when we remember that other members 



of the samo sub-kingdom, such as lobsters 
and crabs, will frequently, whon frighton- 
od throw off a limb, or two, we must con- 
clude that, their sense of pain is very 
small, and yet they are ropeatedly spokon 
and written of as though they wero as 
sensitive as man. 

The nervous system of insects is very 
similar to that of worms and .snails, boing 
represented by a ventral chain of ganglia, 
and in their case tho ovidence of insonsi- 
tiveness would appear to bo ovorwhohning. 

Wasps with their bodies crushed out 
of all shape will readily attack sugar and 
honey when supplied thein as though no- 
thing wore the matter ; cockchafors, in a 
similar way, will go on feeding when' their 
abdomens have beon partially eviscerated 
by the peck of a bird, while a bootle with 
a pin through its body has been known to 
perambulate the collector's case in which 
it has been placed and devour all tho 
other spiciinons in tho neighborhood. 
Again, as wo watch a moth hovering 
t build an open light, and seo its wings 
and body from time to time singed by tho 
heat, it muBt strike us that wero it more 
sensitive to pain its life would bo 
preserved.

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ODD VERMONT EPITAPHS. 



SOME OF THE QUEER ONES FOUND 
BY A PARTY OF VISITORS. 



The Favorite Stylo of Inscription Wll 
Verse— Grammar Sacrificed to Rhyme, 
gome or tho Couplets Provoke k Smile, 
Notwithstanding the Surrounding*. 

A party summering here hits made a 
search of neighboring graveyards f or odd 
epitaphs, and report many interesting 
findB. 

An ancient little cemetery at Vernon 
proved a perfect bonanza, at Grafton 
was found another, and at Londonderry, 
Dummerstown and other places, as well 
as at this place, there wen? several good 
finds. Most of the older stones are of 
elate. Within a few miles, sometimes 
within a stone's throw, were stores of 
granite that were inexhaustible, yet the 
old time Vermontera ignored that time 
defying stone and put their trust in slate. 

IN GRAFTON CEMETERY. 

Here is one we found at Grafton: 



The hand was probably carved with 
the fingers downward to point to the re- 
mains, but tho inferonco drawn is often 
other than that. Near tho stone was an- 
other which marked the grave of a man 
who had been murdered by an enemy 
The epitaph was: 



It was in the Grafton cemetery that 
•we found one of the very oddest of our 
stones. It was in thrco sections, two 
large stones with a smaller one in the 
middle. On one of tho large stones 
was an angel's head, with slits for the 
eyes, nose and mouth, and two enor 
rnoua feathered wings growing from the 
side of its head, at the place where the 
ears should have been. On the small 
stono was an exact copy of this in rninia- 
ture, and on the other largo stone was 
a weeping willow tree, with twelve 
branches, at the end of each branch, 
hanging like a great, round apple, being 
a cherub's head, in the typical unadorned 
and unconnected st3 - lo of the vory early 
pioneers in the art of carving tomb- 
stones. The small stone was sacred to 
the memory of Thomas Parke, Jr.; one 
of the larger stones was in memory of 
Mrs. Thomas Parke, Sr., and the other 
was sacred to the memory of her twelve 
infant children. Tho inscription read 

Stranger, pause as you pass by; 

My thirteen children with me lie. 
See their faces how they shine 

Like blossoms on a fruitful vine. 

The str>ry runs that an old slave of 
Thomas Parke, Sr., had been promised 
his freedom, and, not obtaining it, died 
cursing his then youthful master, and 
praying that his children might die be- 
fore they were grown. All died in in- 
fancy, and only Thomas, Jr., reached 
his second year; but whether the slave's 
curse had anything to do with their sad 
deaths is matter of opinion rather than 
of history. 

In a sunny corner of the Vernon cem- 
etery lie the three wives of Mr. Abijuh 
Rogers. The first died in 1784, and het 
tombstone bore tho following epitaph: 
Look ilo\ni ou mo: I slumber bore; 
The graved become my bed, 
~ And think of death, that's always near. 
For life may quickly fade 

Five years later the second Mrs. Rogers 
died, and the widower buried her in 
friendly neighborhood to the first, and. 
to avoid all appearance of partiality, 
placed on her tombstone precisely the 
same stanza, though dignifying the per- 
sonal pronoun in the lirst line with a 
capital letter. Tho third Mrs. Rogers 
has a more touching epitaph than the 
others. 

In another graveyard was found this 
ungramuiatical statement carved in 
stone: 

My staff and stay fs took away, 

And 1 am left alone. 
My husband dear, who was so near, 

Is took away and gone. 

LAMBS AT WHOLESALE. 

It was in a New Hampshire burying 
ground that were found the graves of 
eleven children, over each of which was 
a marble lamb. The father of the eleven 
had, after the death of the seventh, it 
was alleged, purchased tho lambs at 
wholesale. There was still one left of 
the dozen he bought, the story went. 

One of the Grafton epitaphs reads at 
follows: 

His languishing head Is at rest, 

Its thinking and aching are o'er. 
Ills calm, immovable breast 
Will heave to Uutter no more. 

It is strange to see how some one mor- 
tuary stanza would have a run, so to 
speak, in tho neighborhood. Hero is a 
favorite one: 

Sickness soro long timo I boro; 

Physicians' skill was Vane, 
Till Uod did send death as a f rleno 
To ease me of my 1'ano. 
For modesty this is irreproachable. It 
was not seen by this party, but was 
vouched for by one of tho villagers: 
O God. do Thou to Allen Ellen Itadd 
As Allen Ellen Itadd would do to God 
Were Uod but Allen Ellen itadd 
And Allen Ellen itadd were God. 
A favorite couplet is that which closes 
an inscription found at a cemetery in 
Vernon: 

When living men my bones do view, 
Remember well, Here's room for you. 
Hero is an epitaph that adorns the 
tombstone of a wife and mother: 
It In after years beside thee sits another In my 
chair, 

Though her voice bo sweeter music, ami her face 

than mine more fair. 
If a cherub call thee father, still more beautiful 

than this. 

Love the little ono, my husband; turn not from 

tho motherless. 
To complete tho story it should be said 
that another did sit in her chair not long 
afterward, and that in time twelve little 
cherubs called him father. 

In Vernon this simple tale of womanly 
heroism is simply told: 

The room below (lamed like a stove. 
Anxious Tor those who slept ubove, 
filio entered on the trembling lloor, 
filie fell, she sank, she rose lid more.

There were about 100 interested 
sports present at the Yates street rink 
hist evening to witness the ten-mile 
square heel-and-toe race between Ed. 
Shade, of this city, and Prank Hart, ex- 
champion go-as-you-please man of the 
world. 

Neither of the men were in very good 
condition, as both had severe colds. Jim 
MeCann was agreed upon as referee, and 
Messrs. Lewithalland Wilby as scorers, 
and the walkers started on their long 

tour round the sawdust track at 9.15 
sharp. 

From the first Hart showed himself 
to be the more graceful walker, Shade's 
size and gait taking from the effect of 
his performance. He made good time, 
however, and managed to keep within 
a few feet of his more experienced rival 
all the time. 

Tho first mile was completed 
in eight minutes, with Hurt a 
fraction in the lead. The second 
mile was the most interesting of any in 
the race, being marked by frequent 
spurts. For a time, Shade held a good 
lead, but when the second mile bad 
been completed the foreign man bad re- 
gained his advantage. Thu time was 
the same as made in the first. 

In the third, Shade kept a lead for 
five laps, — the track wus twelve to the 
milo; and the hopes of his supporters 
rose.

Its geographical position, 
its safe approach, its perfectly Sheltered 
harbor, und its nearness to Illimitable 
nutural resources, combined with the 
unrivalled climate of tho whole of this 
section, have given it advantages that 
few if any cities in embryo possess. But 
these advantages have been swept off 
by a stroke of the pen at Ottawa. De- 
prived of Constance Cove, Esquimau's 
anchorage is reduced to very si null lim- 
its indeed. But this is not all. By the 
Order-in-Council merchant ships uiuy 
not venture within the "charmed cir- 
cle" — cross the dead-line east ami south 
of Duntze Point unless they wish to en- 
tor the drydock. Thu whole of the 
valuable shore line, including that of 
thu town Of Esquimalt,iti shut off from all 
shipping facilities except those afforded 
by ELM. fleet; and merchant vessels tire 
assigned to a quarter of the harbor 
where they <.un neither anchor with 
sufsty, nor take in or discharge cargo. 

Against the unfairness of this order- 
in-council every one ought to protest. 
Not only will it lie unfair in its opera- 
tion: it will be ruinous in its offsets; 
und moreover, it is entirely unneces- 
sary, The fleet now ut anchor at Ks- 
t{tiimalt is unusually large. It is many 
years since the number of ships there 
has been as great as ut present, lint 1 
will venture lo suy that, properly ar- 
ranged as to position, ut least .10 sail 
might anchor to-ihorrow within the 
limits set apart for H. M. ships without 
fouling un anchor or a yard. 

I am in favor of extending every pos- 
sible facility to H. M. ships, in the 
past they have proved an important fac- 
tor in the advancement of this section ; 
but I am not prepared to support the 
sacrifice of the finest, the safest and 
most important harbor we possess to 
naval purposes. 

1 am glad to learn through your col- 
umns that the local government ami 
the board of trade have already moved 
for a modification of the order, and I 
sincerely hope that their remonstrances 
will have tho desired effect.

IS ALCOHOL A CUKSEV 

To the Editor, — You ask this ques- 
tion in to-day's issue, and if you will let 
me tell a little story perhaps some will 
agree with me that alcohol is not a 
curse. 

Before the Canadian Pacific railway 
was ever contemplated, we in the cast 
were almost unable to travel tiny dis- 
tance in the winter, unless we lived 
near thu line of the Grand Trunk rail- 
way. It was during a severely cold 
term, an Arctic wave, that 1 found it 
necessary to proceed to Quebec, with u 
petition to thu House, which had been 
signed by many citizens, in some mut- 
ter of public concern at the time. 1 
have never been robust or strong, the 
temperature was 20 below zero in the 
town, and I had to cross the Saint 
Lawrence, ut this point a mile and a 
half wide, with great cakes of floating 
ice continually passing, and a strong 
gale blowing from Luke Saint Peter, an 
expanse of the river 2(i miles long und 
nine miles wide. 

I looked forward to the trip across 
the river in an open canoe with dread 
and misgiving in such weather, Borrow- 
ing a buffalo coat, I had to go, and 
in due time was seated with about 
twenty others in the mail canoe, and we 
till commenced to paddle our way, ex- 
posed to the driving wind. When we 
came to a large cake of ice we till had to 
get out and above the great boat along 
until we could get to the water again, 
to resume our paddling. It was bitterly 
ipld, I never suffered such 8 trial before 
since. There was no sun, only lower- 
ing clouds covered the whole sky, and 
it seemed to me the very marrow in my 
bones froze. Alternately paddling 
through the thick frozen water, thick 
with "frazil" or frozen snow, mid shov- 
ing the bout over the ice, we finally 
reached the other aide after two hours 
and a half of almost terrible time. We 
bad then a long way to walk to the 
station, and as 1 had complained so of 
the cold in the bout, as soon 
as we reached the " bordago " 
or shore - ice, my brother pulled 
out his pocket flask, tilletl the tin with 
the liquor and saying be supposed he 
was stronger for be had not felt the 
cold, told me to drink it all. I dill so, 
and returning the tin to him asked 
wbero be bad got the stuff, for it only 
tasted like water. This frightened 
hih), and he insisted on filling the tin 
again and 1 had to drink it, hut again 
it tasted only like water.
